Wait and his assuciates shall
not have agreed or shall not be able to agree with such
owner as to the damages or compensation to be allowed JIoy demsses
to such ownenrs for the lands so taken and used for such ca-
nal, then said Davis H. Wait and his associates shall select
one appraiser, and such owneror owners another, and if
such appraisers shall not agree, they shall select a third,
neither of whom shall have interest in the subject matter,
nor be in kin toeither party; and such appraisers shall pro-
ceed to examine the premises and determine what dama-
ges or compensation sEall be allowed to such owner or own-
ers, and the the decision of the majority of such appraisers
shall be final ; and the said Davis II. Wait and his associ-
ates shall pay to such owner or owners the damages or
compensation 8o allowed by such appraisers.
